ATTRXDAirOB LAW 

This year a new compulsory 
school attendance law goes Into ef- 
fect In the whole Slate of Kentucky 
This law was passed last winter by 
tha Oaneral Aasambly and Is Just as 
binding as aar «th«r law oa tka 
•Utato books. 

Tka law that says "Thuu shnit 
aot Mil povr shUd's ebance to be 
■OBMbodr" ia Jaat as blading as the 
law that says "Thoa abalt aot taka 
thy nelgbbor-a Ml»." It la oa tfca 
i.iiMio book aad tmrr •aeatltra aad 
judicial omesr la 'Ksataekr baa 
sworn to uphold aad ameato this 
aw Just the same as ha upholds and 

executes all other lawS. If any 
County Superintendent, County 
Judge. .Magistrate. Sheriff. Consta- 
ble. tJrand Jury Man. County or Com 
monwealth's Attorney should dislike 
this law and desire to not enforce It 
It is the duty of such officer to re- 
sign bis offlco at onca and permit 
soma frtaad 0f «ha law to Mtorea 
If. 

If aay oBcer should fail to do his 
duty ia aatoralas this law ba is 
guilty of..nUafaaaaaea la oOea aad 
also has eomnlttod tho srlaM ot 
perjury, bacausa ha haa faMad to 
keep his oath of olBea. 

Any person so falling should ba 
inrtictiii. tried and convicted, re- 
moyed from office and placed upon 
the political shelf and be forever 
kept out of office by the righteous 
rage of free and progressive people. 

No other law placed upon the 
Statute book during the past quar- 
ter Of a century is calculated to do 
so mneh for Kentucky's children as 
Is thU new attandsnce law. 

It will bo antraaMly diffleult to 
enforea. It aaada oao attoadaaea of- 
ficer in aaeh odmatioaal dlriaion 
and one head attoadaaea oSoor over 
and shore them all. 

The people bUTe been tbreatoaad 
so long and fooled so long by the 
dilatory tactics of certain parsons 
whose duty it was to enforce this 
law that ilii- popular notion Is that 
the law cannot be enforced. This 
pretended bluff has made the law 
icn lini.'.- a^ liar. I to enforce as it 
Dilierwisp would have been. 

The County Hoard of Education 
should therefore put seven of the 
llvast men in the County to work 
enforcing this law. Fewer than seven 
m Knox County will be simply and 
only to briag tha law lato disre- 
spect and contempt.
